The problem with the automatic dial up came from my Internet Browser 
program, and NOT the Outlook Express. It seems that the Microsoft uses a 
default? of occasionally checking to see if there are any updates to the 
Internet Explorer program. 


This is how to remove the "automatic update" feature: 
1. Bring up your browser

Several people on this list have convinced me that it is a REAL BAD idea 
to try and rapid charge a NiMH battery pack with a rapid charger 
designed for NiCd. Thank you very much for all your replies! 


No thanks to Kenwood, though, for selling a very expensive charger 
(closer to 150$ than to $100 in the Canary Islands, where I bought it) 
that is out of date. 


So, I'll have to buy a new NiCd battery pack instead of a NiMH to have 
any use of the rapid charging facility. 


A NiMH battery could only be charged with the charging circuit inside 
the TH-79e or in the trickle charge mode of the KSC-14 rapid charger. 
With the larger capacity of the NiMH that would take ages :-(

I hope you don't mind but I'm sending this to the QRP-L also. It's 7 AM 
I'm suppose to be on the road to work but I just got my mail. I just 
read what I wrote to you and it sounds so good I thought I'd share (it 
will probably sound real bad in a few hours so I need to strike when I'm 
doing great). 


I use different radios but my TS-830S is connected to the best antenna 
(w/o moving my bedroom shack into the basement) a G5RV. I tune around 
wide open until I hear the noise then put on the filter (500 Hz) This 
gives me a good zero beat on the fox and maybe a few hounds. If things 
are still too bad I use Chucks trick - turn the RF down and the AF all 
the way up. Use the RF for you volume. 


Actually these guys aren't that fast (I can't copy them but they usually 
try to stay around 18 to 20). I will listen to a few exchanges picking 
parts out until I have the whole exchange (its easy with the hunt as they 
send the same thing over and over). Then once I'm set I send my call. 
It's easy to copy fast code if you know what is being sent.

\Dave, 


I suspect that any negatives about the G5RV wire length on 10 meters were 
misplaced. The problem is in the feed system, which is what makes the 
antenna a G5RV--that is, using the 34' parallel line and coax thereafter. 


The standard G5RV length is 102' which is close to 1 wl length for 30 

meters (98' or so). Hence, with parallel line all the way to the tuner, 
it would operate very much like an 80 meter doublet does on 40, that is, 
as a high feedpoint Z full wl wire center fed. This sometimes presents 


odd reactances to the tuner, but most of these can be eliminated by 
changing the line lengths (adding a few feet of parallel line). 


The pattern for a 1 wl center fed wire is a dipole figure eight, but 
narrower and a bit stronger at the peak. If the height is low (under 1/2 
wl), the side nulls are weaker and the shape goes from an 8 to a peanut to 
a near oval, depending on exact height abovce ground. 


The difficulty with this narrow peanut pattern is that there are two large 
quadrants off the ends that are weaker. Hence, orientation of the wire 
grows more important. 


Since the 90 to 110 foot wire has been around since the 20s, I prefer to 
call only those systems using the parallel to coax feed system a genuine 
G5SRV. With all parallel line, it is just another usable doublet length. 


For almost any doublet, installing 2 at right angles (or as close as 
circumstance permits) is never a bad idea. An A-B switch can often make a 
big difference in signal strength, especially above the lowest band or 
two, when lobes get narrower and null point multiply and the height is 
higher relative to a wl. Although stealth is a special problem, where it 
is not the installation difficulty, a pair of doublets at right or near 
right angles is for 20 and up a poor ham's beam--cheap and with gain from 
the strong lobes. 


There are a couple of bands where one might get overlapping lobes from a 
pure right angle pair of doublets. I that case, a triplet in a triangle 
is the dream of the hour. Assuming one has the trees and yard space, this 
is one of the most effective wire systems one can have. Switching can be 
remote or in the shack (with care for transmission line dress). A 
triangle makes transmission line runs a bit more difficult, but reduces 
the support needs to 3. Suppose the trees are not exactly equilateral. 
Exactitude is less important than flexibility of lobe direction. These 
notes apply to 135, 100, and 67 foot doublet types--or even mixes. 


Hope these notes encourage experimentation with wires.

I finally gave up on the daily digest because of the huge number of 
off-topic messages, so I looked into the mail filtering functions of 
my email program. If your in box is overflowing, you might want to 
look into these functions. 


My program (which is pretty generic) has quite a few options. You can 
have the program automatically delete messages by setting up rules. 
The easiest is the subject field. I can set up a rule that 
automatically deletes a subject I'm not interested in (such as Art 
Bell) and Shazaam - it's gone. Same with jokes, hamfests thousands of 


miles away, flame wars, &c. 


You may also be able to filter messages by checking the text within 
the message. If someone keeps sending a message with a HUGE signature 
file, you can select a line of text from the signature and have the 
program automatically delete any message that has that string. This 
can also be used to delete subjects that do not interest you. 


Finally, my program will even automatically forward messages under 
certain conditions. For example, do you have a friend interested in 
the HW-8 but not on the list? You could set up the program to 

automatically forward any message that contains the string HW-8 to 
him. Just ask him first, or he may filter you from his in box HIHI.

Gang, 


I noticed a comment about dishes now being allowed by the FCC overiding 
restrictive covenants. I thought a few additional words might be in order. 


Check out the FCC ruling on our ATV webpage 
http://www. stevens.com/HATS/otafacts. html 


The short version is that your homeowners assoc. cannot prevent you from 
putting up any antenna that you need to receive commercial television 
broadcasts. Specifically, that outlines direct broadcast satellite TV, 
"wireless" cable operations (usually 2.2 - 2.5 ghz.) and the old channel 2 
through UHF junk. 


A good example in Houston is the wireless cable operator that wants to put 
a push-up pole on a ridgemount tripod right on the peak of your roof, then 
push it up until you get a good picture, often 20 to 25 ft. above the peak 
of your roof. This one has really drawn the ire of the nazi types in the 
homeowners associations. 


Now, what does this have to do with QRP, you are asking yourself and 
getting ready to hit the "respond with flame" button. Consider the poor 
QRPer living in a subdivision with the "no outside antennas of any kind" 
ham radio death penality. Sure, you can sneak around and hide a wire or 
put something in your attic, but what if you had a 20 ft. pole on your roof 


with some innocuous little 2.4 ghz. dish at the top. Think you might could 
do something on the sly with that? 


Or, consider the modern, state of the art neighborhood with cable and the 
same rules, intended to prevent even the possession of a TV antenna. 
(Wonder if the cable company had anything to do with those restrictions?) 
Well, if you want to receive a broadcast station that you cannot get on the 
cable, you have a right to put up whatever antenna is necessary to do it. 


None of this means that some Nazi with the homeowners association won't sue 
you. But it does mean that if you have followed the FCC fact sheet to the 
letter, they will loose. 


Like I always say, "When hamradio is outlawed, only QRPers will have ham 
radio."

Scott wrote about the need to use a pole as an antenna, to which I've 
answered......... 


Put the pole up to the full 12' above the house from the deck. Use the 
deck as the insulator, run a wire from the bottom of the pole down to the 
ground level from the deck. Use solid 12 or 14 gauge house wire and make 
sure you have a good connection to the pole. This is your vertical 
antenna. On the ground, perhaps concealed in a "flower pot with plastic 
flowers" put an LDG(?) autotuner, run as many radials from the pot just 
buried below the grass as can. Run the coax and LDG power cable into the 
house. You're now on all bands! 


Forget about the dish. The first rule about antennas is just do it. If 
anyone even notices the pole and asks, tell them "the dish I want is on 
backorder" or "it's a flag pole" and then salute! It's much more likely 
the pole will never be noticed.

Erm... 


First off, if satellite dish owners can own a dish antenna, they have 
essentially forfeited any legal right to tell you that you can't have a 
ham radio antenna. If they tried it, legally they would end up with egg 
on their faces (seeing as they explicitly allow satellite dishes; this 
would be seen as discriminatory). 


Secondly, there are several legal precedents to the effect that 
neighbourhood covenants that prohibit antennas (including ham radio 
antennas) are illegal under several different laws. (These laws vary from 
FCC rulings to court cases to the First Amendment [in that banning 
antennas by default restricts your freedom of expression if one is a 
licensed amateur].) Courts have even ruled in favour of folks who are NOT 
ham operators; among other things, restrictive neighbourhood covenants 
cannot ban DSS (or "little dish") antennas nor can they ban house antennas 
used to receive local stations (that folks using DSS have to use). 


The ARRL, if memory serves, has some fairly extensive resources on the 
legality (or lack thereof) of neighbourhood covenants in relation to ham 
radio, as do satellite providers. The ARRL even (again, if memory serves) 
has a "legal kit" available for folks fighting restrictive neighbourhood 
covenants, and in some cases has even helped out with legal support 
("amicus curiae" briefs, and in one case possibly an attorney). You may 
well want to go ahead and get this kit and present it to the folks on your 
neighbourhood board; since they're apparently now allowing satellite 
dishes (it wasn't told if it was the "big dish" kind or the "little dish" 
kind), there is literally no legal reason they can refuse you the right to 
set up a ham radio antenna as long as it follows the legal guidelines for 
other antennas and it does not break FCC rules. 


About the only two times you might run into legal troubles (and be unable 
to really fight it) as far as putting up antennas are a) if you live very 
close to an airport or a national park or monument [or a few other places 
like within so many miles of the national radio space observatory] because 
the FCC puts height restrictions on antennas there, and b) if you want to 
put an antenna in a building you do not actually own [i.e. an apartment 
building, or a condo, or a house you are renting]. In the latter case, 
you still might be able to get permission from the owner if you explain 
the circumstances. 


That being said... 


Even if, technically, there is rarely a legal xneedx for restricted space 
and/or "hidden" antennas, they are fun to build. I, myself, would go 
ahead and get an old dish (if they allow "big dishes" you might even be 
able to use it for satellite bounces if you're into that sort of thing ;) 
and use the tower to thread the aerial for that; I would then, truthfully, 
tell the neighbourhood association that my "satellite dish" is in fact a 
ham radio antenna, it is causing no more problems than Bubba is doing with 
his DSS or "big dish" antenna, and would they please be sensible about 
things. (Of course, the last bit is entirely optional depending on how 
brave and/or indignant you are feeling. :)
